CLOUDS HERE HIDE 
ECLIPSE OF THE SUN 
FROM EARLY RISERS 


The moon blotted out part of 
the sun early today in an annular 
eclipse, but St. Louisans, who 
might in good weather have 
viewed the spectacle from sunrise 
at 6:29 a.m. to 7:03, fourid both of 
the heavenly bodies blotted out 
by thunder. clouds. 

Above the clouds, the sun rose 
eclipsed, with the moon casting a 
dark shadow at its top. Then, ag 
the sun climbed higher, the moon 
passed slowly across it and slid 
off the ‘bottom. “Clouds and 
thundershowers covered much of 
the area—roughly between the 
Atlantic and Mississippi river— 
from which early risers in the 
United States could watch the 
show. 

In an annular eclipse, the moon 
is too far from the earth to ob- 
scure the sun completely and the 
result is a “ring” of flames en- 
circling the moon’s disk. This 
occurred in a narrow path ex- 
tending from the Blue Ridge 
mountains east across Africa to

SEPTEMBER TO BE 
COOLER, WARMER IN 
SPOTS THAN USUAL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP)— 
The Weather Bureau’s 30-day 
outlook for September calls for 
temperatures to average below 
seasonal normals west of the 
Continental Divide and in west- 
ern parts of the Northern Plains. 

Above normal temperatures 
are indicated in the eastern half 
of the nation, Texas, and the Cen- 
tral Plains, with greatest de- 
partures in the lower Mississippi 
valley. 

Elsewhere the outlook is for 
temperatures not far from sea- 
sonal normals. 

Rainfall is expected to exceed 
seasonal normals in the plains 
and Rocky Mountain states. Sub- 
nonmmal amounts are indicated 
from the Gulf states northeast- 
ward to New England with the 
exception of east coastal areas, 
where moderate to locally heavy 
amounts are anticipated. Else- 
where precipitation will be ahout 
normal.

Charges C. Blevins Davis 
Failed to Make Good 
on Promise of $200,- 
000 Ranch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP)—C. 
Blevins Davis, a friend of Presi- 
dent Truman, is being sued for 
$354,300 by a New York City im- 
porter who says he promoted 
Davis’s marriage to a railroad 


heiress. , 
The New Yorker, Joseph Wil- 
liams Collins, started suit in State 


Supreme Court yesterday. He as- 
serts he promoted Davis socially 
and set up the latter’s 1946 mar- 
riage to the former Mrs. Margaret 
Hill. She died in 1948, leaving 
Davis the bulk of an $80,000,000 
estate. 


Collins charges Davis promised 
him— but never gave him—a 
$200,000 ranch for his marriage 
broker work. 

Collins has filed three suits 
against Davis. ° 

First, he asks for $4300 wages 
due him for public relations and 
other services. , 

Second, he claims $250,000 for 
services to Davis between 1943 
and 1946, including his meeting 
Mrs. Hill and promoting the mar- 
riage between her and Davis. The 
$250,000 figure includes compen- 
sation for the ranch Collins says 
he was promised. 

Third, Collins wants $100,000 
more for two alleged assaults on 
him by Davis, assertedly adminis- 
tered in “moments of pique.” 

Davis entered a general denial 
of the charges and asked that 
the suit be dismissed. 

Last night, at his Colorado 
Springs. (Cajo.) estate, Davis said 
Collins’s story was not true. He 
said he doubted Collins ever had 
known his wife. His only contact 
with Collins, Davis added, was 
many years ago in New York 
when Collins did some work for 
him with the National Broadcast- 
ing Co, 

After his wife’s death, Davis 
fell heir to an estate just outside 
Independence, Mo., President Tru- 
man’s hometown. He has been 
host to the Trumans there, has 
been a frequent escort of Mar- 
garet Truman, and in return has 
been a White House visitor.

Earnings of -St. Louis Public 
Service ‘Co. stock for the first six 
months of 1951 amounted to a 
yield of 13.@per cent on the cur- 
rent market value of the stock, 
without making allowance for cer- 
tain speciai charges asserted by 
the company, analysis by the 
Post-Dispatch showed today. 

The analysis was based on fig- 
ures’ for the first half of the 
year’s. business, issued by the 
company last night. The earnings 
amounted to a 6.8 per cent yield 
on the stock’s current market 
value of $9 a share after allow- 
ance for the company’s special 
charges. 

National City Lines, Inc., of 
Chicago, controls Public Service, 
holding 45.5 per cent of the St. 
Louis transit concern’s stock, 
which it acquired at an average 
price of not quite $2.18 per share. 
Public Service’s earnings for the 
first half of this year amounted 
to an annual yield rate om Na- 
tional City Lines’ investment of 
either 55.5 or 28.3-per cent, de- 
pending on whether or not the 
special charges are taken into 
consideration. 

Special Charges. 

These special charges were for 
possible income taxes and for part 
of the expense of abandoning 
some s tear lines. 

By the company’s own showing, 
its liability for income taxes is 
open to question, due to deducti- 


ble losses in abandonment of | 


streetcar lines. 

This was the first time since 
1948 that the company has set up 
a provision for income taxes. It 
did not make such a provision in 
its report for the first quarter of 
1951. Since thcn the Post-Dis- 
patch has called attention to the 
s decrease in transit service 
fu ed by the . while 
its profit level has remained high. 

The company's charges for re- 
paving tracks of abandoned car 
lines and other asserted expense 
in connection with these lines was 
shown in its current report as a 
charge against operating income 
comparable to interest on debt, 
ahead of net income going to the 
surplus belonging to the stock- 
holders. The last such charge, in 
1949, had been made against a 
contingency reserve fund which 
was, in effect, part of the stock- 
holders’ sufplus. 

60.7 Cents per Share. 

Public Service earnings for the 
first half of 1951 amounted to 
60.7 cents per share of stock, be- 
fore allowance for the special 
charges, or 30.9 cents after such 
allowance. It has paid two quar- 
terly dividends of 25 cents each, 
or a total of 50 cents, in the first 
half of this year. Recently it de- 
clared a third quarterly dividend 
of 25 cents but no estimate of an- 
ticipated earnings for the current 
third quarter has been made pub- 


lic. 

As reported by the company, 
net income going to the stock- 
holders’ surplus for the first half 
of this year was $460,987. In the 
same period dividends paid the 
stockholders aggregated $745,169. 
Income available before the spe- 
cial charges was $904,533, after 
payment of the relatively minor 
interest charges. Any excess of 
dividend payments over earnings 
for a given period is covered by

| Pay-off Lengthened. 

Effective immediately, the meas- 
ure also lowers the down payment 
and lengthens the pay-off period 
that can be negitiated on pur- 
chase of any house costing $12,000 
or less—regardless of its location. 

For example, a $12,000 house 
henceforth can be bought for a 
down payment of $2400. That 
compares with the 3096 that has 
been required since last fall un- 


der “anti-inflationary” credit 
—_ imposed by federal authori- 
es. - 

A ‘veteran buying the same 
$12,000 house under a loan guar- 
anteed by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration henceforth will be re- 
guired to put only $960 down. 
VA has been requiring $1896. 

Similarly, the pay-off period, 
now generally limited to 20 years,

It was the eee time this 
summer that Congress has forced 
federal authorities to ease con- 
sumer credit. In extending price 
controls two months ago, Con- 
gress relaxed installment buying 
terms on TV and radio sets and 
other items. 

Schedule. of Payments. 

The new measure will allow 
down-payments as low as 4 per 
cent on “G.I. housing” costing 
less than $7000; non-veterans 
would need 10 per cent.- G.I. 
purchasers of homes costing 
$7000 to $10,000 would need 6 
per cent; others would need 15. 
In the $10,000 to $12,000 range, 
G.I.s would have to pay down 8 
per cent and non-veterans 20 per 
cent. 

The extent to which buyers ac- 
tually get these easier terms will 
depend on willingness of mort- 
gage lenders to grant them. Old 
houses sold under conventional 
financing have been free of credit 
restrictions all along. 

As for defense production areas, 
the measure is calculated to en- 
courage private builders to pro- 
vide needed new housing. If they 
fail to prdévide it, the Govern- 
ment can build up to $50,000,000 
‘worth of public housing. 

President Truman yesterday 
signed the $6,162,825,175 Inde- 
pendent Offices appropriation 
bill, resolving in his favor a con- 
pag onag fight over public hous~ 
ng. 
Its total is $675,077,290 less 
than the President had requested 
for the 20 federal agencies fi- 
nanced by the bill fof the fiscal 
year ending next June 30. 

Largest allotments are $3,964,- 
000,000 for the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration, $1,139,932,750 for. the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
$238,389,600 for the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. 

The bill permits the Public’ 
Housing Administration -to« start 
50,000 additional housing units 
this year, ‘The President had re- 
quested authority for 75,000 units 
but the House cut the figure fo 
50,000, drawing a sharp rebuke 
from the President. The House 
finally gave.in and accepted the 
compromise 50,000 figure ap- 
proved by the Senate and not op- 
posed by the Administration. 

The President also signed bills 
‘appropriating $511,841,816 for op- 
eration of the Interior Depart- 
ment, $802,988,626 for the Agri- 
culture Department and $2,512,- 
400,207 for the Labor Department

Speaking over the radio from 
the presidential residence, Senora 
Peron said she had reached an 
“irrevocable decision to renounce 
the high honor” of running with 
her husband in the Nov. 11 elec- 
tion. 

It had been reported that her 
nomination by the Peronista party 
was opposed by some sections of 
the army because of the possibil- 
ity she might become President 
and commander in chief. Even a 
sizable group within the Peronista 
party was said to oppose a Peron- 
Peron ticket—a nomination which 
virtually would have assured elec- 
tion. 

Senora Peron stepped aside in 
favor of white-haired Hortensio 
Quijano, who has been Peron’s 
silent vice presidential partner 
since his election in 1946. 

Argentina’s first lady—the first 
to take an active part in public 
affairs—was nominated by the 
party Aug. 22 after 250,000 pro- 
government workers and party 
followers loudly demanded that 
she and her husband “rule Ar- 
gentina forever.” 

At that time, she and her hus- 
band both withheld acceptance of 
the nomination. But Senora 
Peron told the rally she would 
bow ‘to the people’s will. Peron 
now has a new opportunity to 
accept the nomination with Qui- 
jano as his running mate. 

Over the nation-wide’ radio 
hookup last night, Senora Peron 
sobbed: . 

“TI only want history to: say of 
me that beside Peron there was 
a woman who took to him the 
people’s problems.

New Warning for Russia. 


The tripartite pact is conceived 
by its creators as raising a warn- 
ing flag to .Moscow against any 
aggressive thrus. into the South- 
west Pacific. At the same ‘time it 
places a barrier in the way of 
any future resurgence of Japa- 
nese empire-building. 

It wil be signed at the historic 
Presidio, in a setting of military 
pomp with artillery booming 19- 
gun salutes to each delegation.

In its closing action, the Sen- 
ate chopped an additional quar- 
ter billion dollars off the $7,535,- 
750,000 figure recommended by 
its Foreign Relations and Armed 
Services Committees. 

It did this after rejecting 
moves to cut the committees’ rec- 
ommendation by $500,000,000 and 
to restore the entire $8,500,000,000 
figure proposed by Truman. It 
also rejected an attempt to put 
the whole program under a single 
new administrator. 

The only increase in the com- 
mittee bill was an extra $37,500,- 
000 voted for economic assistance 
to Africa and the Near East. The 
amendment, sponsored by Sena- 
tors Douglas and Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, stipulated that $10,000,000 
of the increase would be used to 
aid Arab refugees from Palestine 
and an equal amount go to Pales- 
tine for handling Jewish immi- 
grants. 

The bulk of the funds—about 
80 per cent—in both Senate and 
House bills apply to military aid, 
with Europe getting most of it. 

As passed by the Senate the 
bill authorized $5,976,000,000 for 
military aid and $1,310,250,000 for 
economic aid. Most of the latter 
would go to increase production 
of military supplies overseas. 

Area Allocations. 

By major areas the Senate bill 
would provide: 

For Europe, a total of $5,886,- 
850,000 consisting of $5,006,350,- 
000 fot military aid and $8380, 
500,000 for economic aid. 

For the Near East and Africa, 
a total of $556,250,000 with 
$396,250,000 for military and 
$160,000,000 economic. 

For Asia and the Pacific, a to- 
tal of $783,750,000, including 
$535,250,000 military and $248, 
500,000 economic. 

For American republics, a total 
of $59,400,000, including $38,150,- 
000 military and $21,250,000 eco- 
nomic. 

The Senate accepted by a 36 
to 31 roll call vote an amendment 
by Senator Benton (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, stating that the aid to 
Europe should be so administered 
as not to encourage cartels and 


*monopolies. 


In the initial vote test yester- 
day the Senate rejected 41 to 31 
a move sponsored by Dirksen and 
backed by Republicans and some 
Democrats, to cut $500,000,000 out 
of European economic aid.

Proposed Truck Fee Hike. 

Approved in principle, but ‘sub- 
ject to final adoption in the 
financing recommendations to be 
made, is a proposed increase of 
$8,000,000 a year in state license 
fees of trucks, which likely will 
start another battle by the pow- 
erful truck lobby, after the Leg- 
islature reconvenes on Sept. 10. 


This rise would be four times 
the $2,000,000 annual fed increase 
truck lobby representatives re- 
cently told the commission the 
truckers would be willing to ac- 
cept, if given some concessions on‘ 
greater weight limits for trucks. 
The truck lines now pay about 
$4,000,090 in fees a year. 


The commission, in outlining 
the construction program, ap- 
proved in general the original 
10-year, $532,000,000 plan ‘submit- 
ted by the State Highway Depart- 
ment, it was said, together with 
a revised proposal to add 12,000 
miles of supplementary or farm- 
to-market roads to the state sys- 
tem instegd of the 6800 miles 
originally recommended by the 
department. 


This move to increase the sup- 
plementary road mileage is ex- 
pected to overcome some of the 
rural opposition in the Legisla- 
ture to sharp increases in high- 
way revenues, particularly in 
truck fees. ‘ 

Supplementary Roads. 

The proposal to &dd 12,000 
miles of supplementary roads to 
the present 18,000-mile state high- 
way system Was prepared by the 
Highway Department at the re- 
quest of members of the joint 
commission. It prévides for the 
state building 3500 miles of new 
supplementary roads in the 10- 
year period, and for the state to 
take over 8500 miles of present 
county roads in the next six years. 

The 8500 miles of county roads 
taken over would be improved to 
state supplementary road stand- 
ards by the end of the 10-year 
construction program, it was said. 

The program, in its present 
form, would call for expenditure 
of about $296,500,000 on the ma- 
jor state system, $118,000,000 for 
supplementary roads and $142,- 
000,000 for highway constructions 
and trafficways in urban areas.

Suit asking the circuit court to 
fix a higher book value on cer- 
tificates of beneficial interest in 
stock of the Mercantile Commerce 
National Bank was filed yester- 
day. The certificates were issued 
when the bank’s former parent, 


the Mercantile Commerce Bank- 


and Trust Co., surrendered con- 
trol under Government order in 
1934. 

The petition was filed by Byron 
Moser, board chairman of the 
Southern Commercial ang Sav- 
ings Bank, and Mrs. Rose Cerf 
Berger, widow of Alex Berger, 
a banker, joint -holders of about 
306,000 in certificates, who are 
dissatisfied with the price offered 
for redemption of the shares. 


The Mercantile-Commerce Bank 
and Trust Co., exercising its op- 
tion under the agreement creating 
the trust to reacquire the cer- 
tificates within a 20-year period, 
has offered about $18 a share to 
holders of the outstanding 100,000 
certificates, issued to stockholders 
of the then parent bank and rep- 
resenting its interest in the sub- 
sidiary, at Grand and Washington 
boulevards. 


Trustees have accepted the 
offer, the petition states, and 
asked that the certificates be sur- 
rendered. The offer, it is con- 
tended, was based on a computa- 
tion of book value made by an 
accounting firm which failed to 
take into consideration all factors 
determining a fair value for the 
certificates. 

The suit alleges that the trus- 
tees, who are also directors of 
the downtown bank, have con- 
flicting interests in the transac- 
tion and were not in a position 
to exercise independent judg- 
ment when they accepted the 
bank’s offer.

Good Work Well Done 
In its final report, the Senate Crime Com- 
mittee urges formation of a national council to 
turn.on the “searchlight of public vigilance” 
and Keep it on. This is exactly what the Senate 
committee itself has done so well, but cannot 
continue to do. 


The committee, which was led first by Sena- - 


tor Kefauver and Jater by Senator O’Conor, goes 
out of existence now. The intensive congres- 
sional exposure of crime has ended, though the 

, Senate Commerce Committee will continue to 
survey the problem. : 

Through hard investigation, and through dra- 
matic presentation on television and in the 
press, the Crime Committee stripped away the 
respectable disguise of the modern gambling 
racketeer who wears the blue business suit. The 
Senators presented hoodlumism in its stark and 
dangerous form. 

This work was the background for a stronger 
public’ conscience and for stronger legislation, 
and should continue. Hence the Crime Com- 
mittee proposes a National Crime Co-ordinating

Council, made up of private citizens, its chair- . 


man to be chosen by the President from a panel 
offered by the organization. 

The council would help guide the many local 
private crime commissions, such as the one in 
St. Louis. The local groups have given invalu- 
able service, but organized crime, as the Sena- 
tors proved, does not recognize state or city 
boundaries. An effective crime-fighting organ- 
ization must have national leadership. 

Many of the legislative suggestions offered by 
the Crime Committee have been’ written into 
bills in Congress. Some, notably one to restrict 
interstate shipment of gambling devices, already 

- are law. The committee’s final report adds only 
two general proposals for new legislation. 

One is to increase the Narcotics Bureau staff, 
stiffen penalties for drug peddlers and improve 
facilities for treating addicts. The alarming 
increase in drug addiction makes such legisla- 
tion indispensable. 

The committee also proposes to permit more 
wire-tapping by federal agents “with proper 
safeguards.” Wire-tapping is an invasion of 
personal privacy. It has been barred under 
federal statutes because it is, as Justice Holmes 
said, “a dirty business.” 

Not every aspect of the Senate Crime Com- 
mittee’s legislative program will be enacted, 
yet the investigation has been remarkably fruit- 
ful. From it will come a new body of national 
anti-crime Jaws, and’new methods of exposing 
rackets and bringing public opinion to bear 
against them. Mg) 

To Senators Kefauver, O’Conor and the oth- 
ers, the nation owes its gratitude for tracking 
down the ruthless criminal networks that have 
stretched across the Jand, and exposing their 
alliances with corrupt politicians.

Were it not for the fact that the fate of the 
world is involved, the Communist assertions of 
U.N. violation of the neutral zone at Kaesong 
would be worth no notice at all.

If Americans are as @areless on the coming 
Labor day week-end this year as they were at 
the same holiday period last year, 389 of them 
may lose their lives in traffic accidents. 

But they don’t have to. Most of the accidents 
on the Labor day week-end and other hdélidays, 
like most of the accidents during the year, are 
preventable. | 

Of the 136 deaths last Labor day ‘week-end 
for which specific causes were listed on the 
police records, misbehavior on the part of the 
driver accounted for 83—more than half. 
Drivers failed to signal, went past stop lights, 
drove too fast, drove while intoxicated, ran off 
the road at curyes, sideswiped another car on a 
slippery highway—and death was the conse- 
quence. 

Nearly a fourth of the traffic deaths ac- 
counted for were caused by negligence on the 
part of pedestrians—31 in all. Children darted 
into streets, adults walked on the wrong side of 
dark highways or staggered, drunk, into moving 
cars and busses. 

Only 20 of the 136 accidents—or about one- 
seventh—were caused by mechanical failures, 
such as blowouts and faulty brakes. While some 
of them may have been unavoidable, some 
might have been averted by proper inspection 
in advance and by applying common sense to 
the accelerator and the steering wheel on the 
road. 

Blinding lights, the principal reason why 
night driving is almost three times as dangerous 
as daytime driving, could have been almost, if 
not entirely, eliminated by advance inspection 
and by courtesy on the road. 

Lives can be saved on the highways this 
Labor day week-end by alertness, common 
sense, and courtesy. There is no good reason 
why bad driving habits should continue to take 
their. frightful toll in deaths and maimings 
whenever travel-minded America takes to the 
open road.

A small wagon train moved along the 
ridges, drawn by oxen and horses through 
rugged but parklike country. It was a 
strange wagontrain, moving from disap- 
pointment at Ten-Mile creek to a project- 
ed new settlement. 


The men, women and children had no 
fear of Indians; they were moving into a 
wilderness already circumscribed by ear- 
lier settlers who had come from Tennes- 
see and the Carolinas into these Missouri 
hills. The year was 1858 and the strangest 
thing about that train was this: everyone 
in it had been born in Ireland. 


Patrick Griffin and his sons, Thomas 


and Billy, trudged beside their wagon. — 


Little Billy had been born in Ireland, and 
came to America with his family in 1852. 
Everyone else in the group was Erin-bred, 
too, with families bearing such names as 
O’Brien, Murray, McNamara, Sullivan. 

A landless people, they were moving 
into ownership of land selected for them 
by Father John Joseph Hogan, an Irish 
immigrant priest. They were coming “to 
a region where there was yet much vacant 
government land, on the confines of Rip- 
ley and Oregon counties along the tribu- 
taries of the Current and Eleven Point 
rivers, about 20 miles north of Arkansas.” 

The missionary priest felt he should do 
something about this condition of his 
countrymen. He wanted to found a settie- 
ment, to lead “the good Catholic Irish 
people from the railroad shanties and... 
cellars of the cities.” But land was too 
high in north Missouri around his mission 
at Chillicothe. 


Homestead for Posterity 


A journey convinced Father Hogan that 
“emigrants who could not own land in 
their native countries ... and who as 
renters maintained themselves there even 
on small patches of barren land, could be 
using the same thrift and energy in south- 
ern Missouri ... and establish on it for 
themselves and their posterity a perma- 
nent homestead.” 

Father Hogan’s effort was not borne out. 
It might have succeeded in leaving more 
than a name had not a greater force inter- 
vened to destroy the hopes of far more 
men than his Irish immigrants represent- 
‘ed. But -he did not foresee this. 

The Irish began moving in to Ten-Mile 
creek in 1858, planning to -use the first 
tract their priest as a nucleus 


jicking up the glow of their eyes. 
Pipes for Cultivation 


The first comers, mostly of Scotch-Irish 
extraction themselves, had moved in 
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all the livestock, harassed the Trish until 
they retreated northward into the protec- 
tion of Union lines around Ironton. They 
had been living unfortunately in the mid- 
die of a battleground. That was the end 
of the settlement. 


There are only one or two really good 
gravel roads in this country, but the 
timber trails were usable even during the 
rain that plagued us through four days. 
And the trails will take you almost any- 
where if you have a guide and good topo- 
graphic maps; take you down “hollers,” 
really short, steep draws, named Bear Pen, 
Fool’s Catch, Hungry Horse, Devil’s Horn. 


It was at Grandin, now a village of 300 
people in southern Carter county, that 
Missouri Lumber and Mining Co. had its 
big mill, one of the world’s largest. To that 
terminus came the big pine logs brought 
up from:the hollers by the company’s own 
eight locomotives over many miles of short 
tracks. But in 10 years the big show was 
over. The ring of the ax, the whine of 
the saw, the clamor of the engines chuff- 
ing up the switchbacks, gradually silenced. 


Pyramid in a Desert 


Midco,-a couple of miles north of Fre- 
mont, probably had Ween a beautiful: val- 
ley; a spring gushes from the upper end 
of it. But the floor is a littered ruin, a 
desolation dominated by a. towering 
smokestack that has the indomitable fu- 
tility of a desert-lapped pyramid. 

Here, starting in 1917, the. Mid-Conti- 
nental Iron Co. smelted iron. ore with 


_ Charcoal, charcoal that was burned on the 


spot for the giant smelters. The valley 
was alive and churning; at peak employ- 
ment, Midco had 3000 inhabitants and the 
dwellings straggled down the valley to 
join Fremont on the south. 

It was, of course, prosperity—until 1921. 
And then it was desolation, marked by the 
ruins and by 14,000 acres of stripped hill- 
sides.. There were three years of boom, 
the boom of World War I and government 
subsidy. Now Midco is a monument to 
war-born economics. )

English Fail to Recognize 
Growing Nationalism, 
Tehran Misjudges Its 
Task. |

for the past actions of the Iran- 
ian or British governments, or 
the Anglo-Iranian Qil Co., in the 
dispute over nationalization of the 
company’s facilities and re- 
sources. 

Harriman expressed his views 
at a press conference yesterday 
only a few hours after his re- 
turn from his special mission as 
mediator in the dispute. He in- 
dicated he has little hope for a 
speedy end to the oil crisis. 

Asked what the prospects for 
settlement were, now that the 
most recent negotiations and his 
efforts have ended in failure, he 
said, “the next move is up to the 
Iranian Government.” 

But apparently he does not ex- 
pect any such move in the near 
future, for he added, “I hope a 
period of cooling off, of consid- 
eration, will lead to better under- 
standing at some future time.” 

Explosive Situation. 

In the meantime, he said he 
foresaw no immediate danger that 
the Communists would be able to 
use the situation to seize control 
of the country, reporting that the 
present violently nationalistic but 
anti-Communist government of 
Premier Mossadegh was in con- 
trol. He described the ‘situation, 
however, as “explosive.” 

Looking tired and wan, and 
speaking in a manner which re- 
vealed his fatigue after the long 
weeks of negotiations, Harriman 
gave reporters at post-mortem on 
the dispute. 

' The British-controlled Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co., he said, had not 
been “alive to the very strong 
growth of nationalisim in Iran.” 
Consequently, the company had 
been slow to adjust to the neces- 
sity of giving Iran a larger share 
in the firm’s operations,. of the 
type which has been made else- 
where in the world, and that 
“made negotiating difficult,” he 
said. 

Unrealistic Advice. ' 

The Iranian government, for its 
part, had been given what Harri- 
man described as “impractical and 
unrealistic advice,” as a result of 
which it has taken “some bad 
public positions which are very 
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difficult to reverse.’ 

As for the British government, 
he implied that his recent con- 
versations with Prime Minister 
Attlee and other government 
leaders in London had indicated 
to him it was only after the abor- 
tive talks of Richard Stokes, Lord 
Privy Seal, with the Iranians that 
Whitehail had a clear understand- 
ing of the situation in Persia. 

“Mr. Stokes’s trip gave the 
British government a clearer un- 
derstanding of the situation than 
it had had before,’ Harriman ob- 
served, 

Iran does not have nearly 
enough administrators to conduct 
Anglo-Iranian’s world-wide oil 
business, Harriman said. There 
also is the problem of technicians 
to* man the oil fields and the vast 
Abadan refinery, but he added 
that a “great many” Persian 
technicians have been trained by 
the company in that phase of 
business. 

Tehran made clear that it 
wished to retain the company’s 
British staff, he said, but the 
Iranians put forward “no propos- 
als which would have made it 
possible for the British staff to 
remain.” Iran wants to hire the 
Britons as individuals, not as an 
organization. 

Complexities of Selling Oil. 

“The Iranian government 
doesn’t understand that it takes 
ah enormous organization to 
transport and distribute oil in 50 
different countries, that it’s not 
like selling grain in a market 
place,” Harriman said. 

The loss of the Iranian oil can 
be made up eventually by the 
free world, he said, pointing out 
that there are plenty of oil re- 
serves in such places as Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia. But as the de- 
aye from Iran is made up, 

it will become increasingly dif- 
ficult for Iran to win back its 
markets, he said. 

Harriman emphasized the eco- 
nomic seriousness of this to Iran. 
He pointed out that oil is vir- 
tually the country’s sole export 
and, with the cessation of oil rev- 
enue to the treasury, economic 
conditions, already bad, are be- 
coming worse. 

The Communist Tudeh party 
already has “a good deal of a 
foothold” and poor economic con-

He said ‘. had been impressed 
by the need for the projects in- 
cluded in Iran’s seven-year plan, 
‘development of which has now 
been suspended because of the 
end of the flow of oil profits to 
the Iranian Government. 

Vast Potentialities. 

The country has vast potentiali- 
ties and is under-populated, Har- 
riman said, but it badly needs, 
among other things, more water, 
better health and _§$ sanitation 
measures, and better agricultural 
methods.

ATTORNEY DESCRIBES 
TRENTON SMX’ TRIALS 


Counsel for One of Defend- 
ants Speaks at National Bar 
Association Finale. 


Widespread precautions were 
taken in the third murder trial of 
six New Jersey Negroes, labeled 
the “Trenton Six,” to eliminate 
racial issues which played a large 
part in the first trial and in an ap- 
peal, J. Mercer Burrell told the 
National Bar Association, made 
up largely of Negro lawyers, to- 
day at Kiel Auditorium. 

Speaking at the final conven- 
tion session of the bar group, 
Burrell, Newark attorney who 
was counsel for one of the de- 
fendants, said “the first trial was 
rctten.” 

In the first trial the men were 
convicted of the 1948 murder of 
a New Jersey junk dealer and 
sentenced to death. After com- 
pletion of a retrial last June, four 
of the men were acquitted and 
two sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

In recounting the history of the 
case before convention delegates, 
Burrell said public atmosphere 
at first was racially hostile to the 
six Negroes. 

“During the first trial the press 
made many unfair statements in 
demands for justice in the brutal 


killing, and while an appeal was 
being considered the Civil Rights 
Corigress sought to make an in- 
ternational affair out of the case,” 
Burrell said. 

The congress, described as sub- 
versive by the Government, 
passed out literature, picketed 
and held demonstrations making 
every effort to inject racial dis- 
crimination into the case, the Ne- 
gro attorney said. 

“However, their attorneys were 
forced out of the case and the 
third trial was conducted with a 
fine jury and extraordinary trial 
judge,” Burrell said. 

“During selection of a jury for 
the third trial, the judge allowed 
exceptionally wide latitude to de- 
fense attorneys if inquiring into 
thé possible racial prejudice of 
prospective jurors. In addition 
the court disallowed three pur- 
ported confessions which previ- 
ously had been admitted into evi- 
dence,” he said. 

Last night about 200 delegates 
to the convention held a dinner 
and dance in the Kiel Auditorium 
refectory.

Tony Lacked Experience.

North, not unnaturally, was 
critical of the fact that South had 
opened:with a mere one-bid, hold- 
ing such a tremendous number 
of aces and kings.

LEAKY BRICK WALLS 


brick wall shrinks a little 

when it~-becomes hard. This 
shrinkage causes small crecks to 
form between the bricks and the 
mortar.~And water, being what it 
is, soon finds out about these 
cracks and gets into the walls. 
Once inside the brick wall the 
water will work its way down the 
vertical joints and eventually ap- 
pear some place where it isn’t 
wanted.

Trying to locate the exact mor- 
tar joint is next to impossible.

Once 
you’ve reached this decision the 
rest is easy. Just hobble down to 
your local hardware store and 
pick up some clear waterproof- 
ing compound for mortar joints. 
This is applied over the mortar 
joints and makes the mortar 
waterproof as well as filling in 
those little cracks. 

Leaky mortar joints can be pre- 
vented when a wall is built by 
tooling the mortar so it is com- 
pressed—then it doesn’t shrink 
too much.

ASTRONOMERS have studied 
the path of Halley’s Comet with 
great care. Instead of following 
a circular path, it has an orbit in 
the nature of a parabola. This 
orbit is narrow at one end and 
wide at the other. 

When the comet comes close to 
the sun, it is at the narrow end 
of its course. It rounds the sun 
at great speed, then shoots away. 

According to the path calculat- 
ed for Halley’s Comet, it is now 
in the outskirts of the solar sys- 
tem, traveling at a much smaller 
speed than it will have 35 years 
from now.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1,(AP)— 
The Bureau of Mines estimated 
today that 6,140,000 barrels of
